Shakespeare and Schizopbrenia 


Obel, “The Wiater's Tale.” Sy Willan 
Shakespeate. Directed by Michael 
Mac Owes Sexings by Moshe 
Mokady. iransiaged by Raphaci Elia. 
OTriiNG in our previous 
éxperience of the Ohel 
could have prepared us for 
the delightful production of 
“The Winter's Tale.” This is 
one of the Shakespearean plays 
which is seldom produced suc- 
cessfully on tae stage. Last 
year there was a surprisingly 
successful production in Lon- 
don with John Gielgud both 
directing and playing the 
leading role. That was some- 
what of a theatrical rarity. 
Now along comes the Ohel to 
repeat the phenomenon under 
the expert and imaginative 
direction of the British di- 
rector, Michael Mac Owen. 
“The Winter’s Tale” is a 
combination of a fairy tale 
and a highly realistic study 
in schizophrenia. The play 
must cast its spell of beauty 
and poetry if one is to accept 
the jealous rages of Leontes, 
the storms on the “seacoast of 
Bohemia”, oracular decrees 
direct from Apollo, and a 
queen hidden for 16 years in 
the king's palace without his 
knowledge, But if the spell 
has been cast, everything falis 
beautifully into place. The 
furies of the weak and vacil- 
lating king, the noble and 
beauteous queen who is ma- 
gically alive, the rescue of 
the lovely Perdita and her 
love for #iorizel, the simple 
shepherds and ‘the roguish 
Antolicus all make perfect 
serse. 
Mr. Mac Owen did a really 
splendid job of casting. He

cut across the conventional 
lines of choosing the supposed 
stars for the stellar reles and 
chose actors best suited 
for the parts irrespective of 
their priority on the iists of 
the Ohel. The two principal 
women’s roles were particular- 
ly well played. Chaia Sharon 
played the wronged Hermiona 
with controlled and sweet 
dignity, which really conveyed 
the hidden anguish of the 
proud and noble queen. Sho- 
shannah Barnea acted the 
sharp tongued Paulina, the 
guardian of the queen and 
the conscience of the king. 
One sees Miss Barnea all too 
seldom in the principal parts 
at the Ohel. As Paulina shi 
once more proves that she is 
am actress of superior ability 
and sensitivity. The part of 
the weak and tortured Leontes 
was played with much emo- 
tion by Simcha Zehoval. This 
is a taxing part which calls 
for many changes of mood 
and _temper. Mr. Zehoval 
plays the part well and even 
manages to arouse a measure 
of sympathy for this un- 
reasonable king and his self- 
inflicted sufferings. 

Yacob Ben Sira is one of 
the younger Oheil actors, who 
has shown on several pre- 
vious occasions that he has a 
flair for comedy. As Clown, 
the shepherd’s son, he once 
more proves that he can play 
a part well under proper 
direction. Avraham Halfi was 
inevitably cast as the rogue, 
Antolicus, If there were no 
conniving and amusing 
scouncrel parts written ‘into

The’ old shepherd 
was played by Yehudah She- 
chori and Polixanes by Ye- 
huda Gabai. The parts of Per- 
dita and Florizel could have 
been made much more im- 
portant had they been carried 
yy stronger actors. As it is 
Mania Nissenholtz is a sweet 
and modest Perdita and 
Shiomo Basan was just 
good enough so that he does 
not spoil any illusions. The 
rest of the long cast. were 
adequate. 

The Hebrew of Raphael 
Eliaz was clearly understand- 
able, and the actors read 
their lines with intelligence 
and cligrity. 

Moshe Mokady designed an 
extremely effective rE wa 
it was well conceived and 
basic many-levelled stage 
made it possible with few 
changes to suggest the variety 
of scenes. The circular section 
which acted as a _ throne, 
Ming's room and court was 
effective, although I found the 
‘hirred satinlike material sur- 
rounding this section out of 
keeping with the simplicity 
of line of the rest of the ‘set. 
Altogether, “The Winter's 
Tale,” under the direction of 
Michael Mac Owen, was one 
of the season’s happier theat- 
tical experiences.
